Mr. Fahnestock. an associate 
of the Philadelphia Bureau of 
Municipal Research, was killed 
Friday night when he was struck 
by a Pennsylvania Railroad ex- 
press at the Haverford station. 
He was 55. 

He was a graduate of St. 
Paul's School, Concord, N. H., and 
Sheffield School at Yale Univer- 
sity. He served overseas in 
World War I as a first lieuten- 
ant with the 19th Engineers. 

Mr. Fahnestock, the son of 
the late James F. Fahnstock, 
treasurer of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, was a member of the 
Merion Cricket and Golf Club 
and the Fourth Street Club, a 
Philadelphia merchants' associa- 
tion. 

He is survived by his wife, the 
former Edith L. Smith, and three 
daughters, Mrs. Edward E. Den- 
niston, Jr., of Bryn Mawr; Mrs. 
Ernest C. Clark, Jr., of Waltham, 
Mass., and Mrs. Edwin H. Fish- 
er, of New Haven, Conn. Also 
surviving are two grandchildren, 
Barbara Denniston and Edward 
C. Clark, 3d.

Directors of 
the United Nations Council of 
Philadelphia, at a meeting of the 
Narberth Woman's Community 
Club Tuesday afternoon.

To the Editor: 

Whether or not the apartment house is built on Old Lan- 
caster Road, Merion, is not the main issue involved in the 
fight between near-by residents and, Mr. Frankel. The survival 
of suburban life itself is being- challenged. 

If Mr. Frankel is granted the right to build the apartment- 
it will mean an eventual increase in the number of delivery 
trucks and other service vehicles traveling the roads through 
Merion. It will mean the eventual breakdown of all zoning 
laws regarding the area where the new structure is to bebuilt. 
Xobody' who resides in the suburban area wants to livein the 
shadow of an apartment house if he can avoid it. He livesin 
the suburbs because he wants to escape city noises and city 
(•onlu«ion. 

There is only n limited area in which persons can enjoy 
the fresh air and the other virtues of suburban life, and yet be 
close to their business or to the shopping district in the city. 
This area is gradually being reduced: new apartment houses 
on l.aneasier Pike, and also along Montgomery Avenue, and 
new stores continually being built. Of course more stores are 
necessarv to serve an increasing population. I-fowever. many 
of the persons who constitute this new population do not live 
in individual homes, but in apartment houses. 

The suburbs must remain a locality where a man can raise 
his family in an open, quiet environment, and where he is able 
to puller around in a garden of his own picking flowers that 
he raised not on an apartment house, roof-garden, but on a plot 
of ground in his own back yard. This is suburban life. 

Alrcadv in almost the same area where this apartment 
housp is to be built is an open lot automobile salesroom — City 
Line and 'Ri'yn Mawr Avenue: and of all things, a beverage 
company in a strictly residential neighborhood on Heckamore 
Road. F.ven if Heckamore. Road is a private thoroughfare — 
which 1 am not sure it is — such a practice of permitting a busi- 
ness establishment fo operate there is certainly against public 
interest and the owner of the properly should never have con- 
sented to such use of it. 

All these infringements on suburban life — and there most 
probably will be more in the future — show the need for re- 
viewing and revising the Zoning Codes of Lower Merion 
Township, and for the civic leaders to take some pride in the 
Township to stop this disruption and disorganization of the 
suburbs — a beverage company in the midst of a residential 
section, an open lot automobile salesroom, the building of an 
apartment house in the vicinity of expensive, individual, well- 
developed homes. v 

The suburban area is being challenged. It's up to the 
civic clubs, the township officers and the newspapers of the 
communities involved to fight back.

Local Schools 
To Participate 
In College Plan 

Villanova, Bryn Mawr, 
To Accept Credits 

Four local colleges are partici- 
pating in the Area College Cent- 
ers program instituted last fall 
by the Pennsylvania Department 
of Public Instruction. Villanova, 
Haverford( Rosemont and Bryn 
Mawr have asrreed to accept cred- 
its granted by the College Cent- 
er.". 

The Area College Centers were 
organized to provide for the over- 
flow of first-year students that 
cannot he accommodated at the 
colleges and universities of Penn- 
sylvania. 

T)i: Charles A. Ford, Area Co- 
ordinator, said there are now 19HS 
students attending the three Col- 
lege Centt-rs in the Philadelphia 
area. One of these. Sproul Col- 
lege, is at the Chester High 
School. The other two are in 
Philadelphia Martin College at 
Central High School and Ritten- 
house College at the Fleisher Vo- 
cational School. 

Classes meet generally in the 
late afternoon so as not to con- 
flict with high school classes. 
Fully qualified instructors from 
the faculties of the colleges and 
high school have been chosen to 
teacli the courses. 

The work offered consists of 
first-year courses commonly given 
in standard colleges, such as Eng- 
lish, social studies, mathematics, 
science, languages and engineer- 
ing drawing. 

Tuition is $300 a school year; 
$105 to be paid at the beginning 
ot each semester. Each local cen- 
ter may collect fees neqessary for 
student activities. 

The Veterans Administration 
will pay tuition, fees, subsistence 
allowance, as well as for books, 
supplies and equipment as provid- 
ed under the G. I. Bill. The 
centers serve only students within 
commuting distance and do not 
provide room and board accommo- 
dations. Extra curricular activi- 
ties depend upon student interest. 

Birth Rate Sets 
Record In 1946 

Lower Merion Township's 1946 
TfttthTrate of 37.5 per 1000 popula- 
tion is the highest ever recorded, 
William P. Landis reported in the 
annual report of the Township's 
Board of Health. 

Landis, president of the Board, 
said there were 1552 births in 
Lower Merion in 1946, and that all 
but four occurred in Bryn Mawr 
Hospital. 

"It is generally recognized that 
a high birth rate is accompanied 
by a high infant mortality rate, ' 
Landis said. 

"However, in Lower Merion 
Township, the reverse has been 
true. The infant mortality rate for 
our Township for the year 1946 
is 16.8 deaths per 1000 live births, 
the lowest rate ever recorded in 
the history of the Board. Added 
to the excellent rcord is the fact 
that there were no maternal deaths 
during the year," he said.

Know Your State 



Pennsylvania is America's 
greatest user of industrial electric 
power. During the eight years 
from 1939 to 1946 inclusive, the 
Commonwealth led the Nation in 
its consumption of electric energy 
for industrial use in all but one 
year, and in 1946 exceeded its 
nearest rival ,the state of New 
York, by nearly two billion kilo- 
watt hours. 

During the last three years the 
State's use of electric energy for 
industrial purposes has exceeded 
that of any other state by a wider 
margin than at any time in the 
past decade. 

Pennsylvania is also the largest 
producer of utility electric ener- 



gy; the second largest producer 
of electric energy by public utili- 
ties, and the largest producer of 
electric energy from the burning 
of fuel.

Six Mary Flexner 
Lectures to be Given 
Feb. 12 to March 17 

Prof. Arnold J. Toynbee, au- 
thor of A Study of History, will 
present the Mary Flexner Lectures 
at Bryn Mawr College, February 
12 to March 17. 

Professor Toynbee's lectures, of 
which there will be six, are to be 
published in further volumes of his 
A Study of History. 

The series is entitled "Encount- 
ers Between Civilizations", and the 
individual lectures are on "The 
Significance of the Problem" (Feb- 
ruary 12) "A Survey of the Ma- 
terial" (February 17), "The 
Drama of Encounter (Structure, 
Characters and Plot)", (February 
24), "Social Radiation-and-Recep- 
tion" (March 3), "Social and Psy- 
chological Effects" (March 10), 
end "Other Psychological Reac- 
tions (Zealotism, Herodianism, 
Evangelism)", scheduled for 
March 17. 

Professor Toynbee is Director 
of Studies in the Royal Institute 
for International Affairs and Re- 
search Professor of International 
History in the University of Lon- 
don. He was a member of the 
British Delegation to the Peace 
Conference, 1919, Director, Re- 
search Department, Foreign Office, 
in 1943, and was Director of the 
Foreign Research and Press Serv- 
ice, Royal Institute of Internation- 
al Affairs, 1939-43. 

Volume 1-3 of his A Study of 
History were published in 1934, 
volumes 4-6 in 1939. He is also 
the author of a number of other 
books.
